The future of Western Canada—and that means the future of all Canada— 
os nds upon what the fulure holds for the success of farming. The sue- 
cess of farming depends upon remedying conditions which today operate to 
leave no margin of profit between costs of production and prices obtainable in 
world markets. The truth of these statements utust be recognized by any- 
body who gives the subject cen a superficial study, 5 

It may be open to quesilon whether, for some years to come until world 
conditions become more scttled, any materially higher price for our large 
exportable surplus of grain and cattle will be obtainable. But the desired | 
results, namely, a larger return for the produce r, Can unquestionably be secur- 

ed through a reduction ‘in costs of production and marketing. 

Following the defeat of the Reciprocity Agreement with the United States 
which provided for the free entry of Canadian wheat and cattle into that 
country, the United States enacted a new and higher tariff which amounts 
almost to a practical prohibition of export to the south. During the war, 
however, Murope took everyihing Canada could produce and at high prices. 
But the war also enormousls increased anything the farmer had to buy and 
boosted freight rates to unheard of levels, thus raisinig all costs of pro- 
duction and marketing. . 

While prices of grain-and cattle have declined to pre-war levels, costs ot} 
jabor and articles entering into the work of agricultural production, und costs | 
of marketing, have not declined in anything like the same ratio, and with} 
his products practically excluded from the Uniled States, the Western farm- | 
er und livestock producer finds hiinseli dependent upon the war-impoyerished, | 
tax-burdened, currency-depreeiated countries of Europe. It is little wonder | 
that the industry of farming is in the doldrums. | 

Efforts have been made to iniprove the situation. For many years the} 

tritish Government maintained an embargo on Canadian cattle, but so long | 
as our cattle could be sent to the United States this did not so much matter, | 
alhough it was a drawback and constituted a loss. Persistent efforts re- | 
sulted in the Dritish embarzo being removed, What happened? The rate 
on cattle from Montreal to “Liverpool which was $15 a head was jumped to} 
$25 a head, thus robbing the Western livestock producer of much of the bene- | 
fit he stood to gain through entry into the British market. ‘ 

Under the stress of war conditions railway 
creased, and as one step to that end the Crow's Nest Pass agreement was) 
suspended In 1922 that suspension was ended and the lower rates on grain} 
from the prairles to the head of the lakes again came into effect. But at! 
once Jake freight rates were advanced to such an extent as to largely offset 
the reduction in rail rates, tus leaving the farmer in a position of “as you 
were.”

These are but two examples of conditions which are operating to retard 
Western progress and development. The fact that farming and livestock 
production are ngt profitable cnterprises in Westerg Canada at-the present 
lime is not the fault of the country or of the producers. That tlre country | 
itself is all right is demonstrated by a 450,000,000-bushcl wheat crop last year, 
and by the fact that livestock is today a drug on the market. The farmers 
and breeders have done their part, and the country can, and does, produce. 
It is man-made laws, systems and corporations that are at fault. They can, 
and must, be remedied, the obstacles removed, freedom in trade established, 
the shackles struck off and the barnacles removed ftom transport and com- 
meres,

CONVENTION OF 


SCHOOL TRUSTEES 
AT SASKATOON 


Saskatoon.—More than 2,000 dele- 
Gates were in attendance at the Sas- 
katchewan School Trustees’ Associa- 
tion convention here, and great inter- 
est Was manifested in the proceedings. 

“As a pioneer province the people 
of Saskatchewan haye every reason 
to be proud of the facilities for edu- 
cation provided for the 178,314 pupils 
now attending our schools,” said J. 
F. Bryant, president of the associa- 
tion, in his annual address. 

“The task of the department of edu- 
eation in providing school accommo- 
dation to keep pace with the rapid 
setlement of the province has been 
enormous,” continued Mr. Bryant. “In 
1910 the population of Saskatchewan 
was 91,279. ‘Today it fs in the neigh- 
borhood of §&50,000. In 19059 when 
Saskatchewan was made a province, 
there were 894 school districts. To- 
day there are 4,579 school districts 
with 5,731 school rooms in operation. 

When we think of the rapid settle- 
ment of the province, the pioneer 
conditions and the periods of general 
depression, and when we consider 
that most of the people started on the 
homestead with little capital, we can- 
not but be proud of what we have al- 
ready achieved and of the determina- 
tion of our people to give their chil- 
dren a good education.” 

Dr. Walter C. Murray, president of 
the University of Saskatchewan, 
spoke on “The High School for the 
Country,” and described conditions as 
they appeared with regard to the cry 
for high school education in rural 
districts while he was acting in the 
capacity of chairman of the royal 
commission appointed to make a gen- 
eral survey of the educational system 
of Manitoba, 

The need for more general planting 
of fruit and shade trees and shrubs 
throughout Western Canada was em- 
phasized by Theodore A. Torgeon, 
president of the Northern Nursery- 
men's Association and managing 
director of the Prairie Nurseries, Es- 
tevan. 

John W. Dafoe, editor of the Free 
Press, AVinnipeg, spoke on “My Im- 
pressions Overseas.” Mr. Dafoe nar- 
rated iis experiences in England 
while attending the Imperial Confer- 
ence last year, and also told of his 
visit to the continent. 

J. Reid, president of the Minne- 
sota Farm Bureau Federation, spoke 
on “Transportation Problems and 
Deep Waterways.” He reviewed in 
detail the costs of the present trans- 
portation of wheat and ‘other pro- 
ducts, then pointed to the saving that 
would be effected by «a water route 
tram the head of the lakes to the 
seaboard.

will this year proceed with its usual 
programme of improvements,” D. C. 
‘Coleman, vice-president in charge, 
western lines of the railway, has an-

“To provide service for the new 
terminal elevator business now being 
erected at the head of Lake Superior, 
additional yard tracks will be  con- 
structed in Fort Willlam and Port 
Arthur, 

“To permit the phenomenal grain 
movement of 1923 to be equalled, and 
if possible surpassed in succeeding; 
years, considerable additions will be} 
made to the terminal tracks at Ig: 
nace, Kenora, Outlook and Wynyard. 

Extensions will also be made to the 
existing trackage at Vermilion, Mur- 
illo, Fort Garry, Austin, Virden, Min- 
nedosa, Johnston, Bredenbury, Antler, 
Tuxford, Cluny, Kirkpatrick, Kneehill, 
Milk River, Spring Coulee, New Day- 
ton, Calgary, Coleman, Banff, Temple, 
Duthill, Misku, Ottertail, Misko, Sal- 
mon Arm, Notch Hill, Grindro, Okan- 
, agan Landing, Beavermouth and Van- 
couver. In addition, one new siding 
will be constructed on the Varcoesub- 
division, three on the Broadview sub- 
division, one on the Indian Head sub- 


divion, and one on the Kimberley 
subdivision. 
“New station buildings will be 


erected at Lac du Bonnet, Balmoral, 
Gainsborough, Instow, Spalding, Gov- 
an, Kirkcaldy, Chin, New Dayton, 
Sylvan Lake and Bonnington. 

“To provide for the comfort of em- 
ployees, a comomdious, modern Y.M.- 
C.A. building will be erected at Ig- 
nace. Improved sleeping quarters 
will also be proyided for enginemen 
at Moose Jaw, Assinibola, Frank, Bow 
Island, Coutts and Aldersyde. To 
accommodate maintenance - of - way 
forces, 25 houses will be erected—for 
occupation by section foremen and 
pumpmen. 

“Six new stockyards will be erected 
and a number of existing yards will 
be improved and extended. 

“The usual programme of bridge 
building and replacement, ballasting, | ¢ 
tie renewals, and rail renewals will 
be undertaken. Provision has been 
made for “relaying the main track 
from Ignace to Fort William with 
hundreg-pound steel. Later in the 
season it is expected that the same 
work can be undertaken between 
Winnipeg and Kenora.” 

With reference to additional branch 
line construction, announcement of 
this has been deferred until later in 
the season.

Fleming, K.C., Presi- 
dent of the Canadian Deep Waterways 
and Power Association of Toronto, 
presented a plan of financing the joint 
project through amortization of bonds 
guaranteed by the governments of 
Canada and the United States 
bearing 314 per cent. interest. It is 
well known that private capital is 
ready to invest in this undertaking at 
the above interest rate, and just as 
soon as definite arrangements are 
completed between the two countries, 
|the work can be proceeded with with- 
out any outlay whatever from the na- 
| tional treasury. As a matter of fact, 
{t will not cost the people of Canada

;one dollar, or increase the burden of 


taxation one cent; nor will the credit 
of the country on account of the capt- 
tal debt be in any wise impaired, for, 
as Mr. Fleming points out in his mem- 
orandum, the scheme contemplates a 
revenue producing development of a 
natural resource that will finance {it- 
self, ‘ 

“Since the project, therefore, is en- 
urely a self-financing and self-sup- 
porting one, the united voice of the 
west should be heard for its com- 
mencement immediately, and its com- 
pletion at the earliest possible date. | 
Otherwise, we should not continue to 
complain about high transportation 
costs for our exportable products.” 

The executive director of the west- 
ern association went on to say that he 
considers the Deep Waterway im- | 
|provement as the greatest economic} 
project before the people of the Do- 
minion of Canada today. The im- 
mediate savings and potential benefits 
were incalculable. Not only would! 
there be a saving of from 8 to 11 cents 
per bushel on the farmer's grain, 
through the tramp steamers of the} 
world being given a free seaway to 
the head of the lakes, but there would 
be a corresponding saving on other 
exportable products such as cattle, 
dairy products, ete. 

But that was not all. Very advan- 
tageous savings would also be effect- 
ed with regard to freight rates on In- 
coming commodities from TFastern 

Canada and foreign countries. 

“It is a well known fact,” continued 
Mr. Bennett, “that ocean tramps regu- 


-jlate traffic charges on the high seas, 


and when an ocean water route fs es- 
tablished through from the Atlantic to 
the head of the lakes, it would at once 
and for all time do away-with lake 
shipping at the present time, and with 
regard to which a universal protest 
rends the heavens every summer and 
fall. At a very conservative estl- 
mate, there would be a direct saving 
of at least $50,000,000 per year to the 
producers of Western Canada alone 
from the deepening of the canals to 
bring tidewater to the borders of our 
Western wheat flelds.”
